to the Bureau qualifies subject for SI, an appropriate SI recom- 
mendation should be promptly furnished to the Bureau, even though 
the investigation of subject has not been completed,

With regard to detcom tabbing of SI subjects the 
Bureau does not feel that pro-Cuban subjects who have merely 
participated in peaceful demonstrations or picketing should be 
included in this category in the absence of positive information 
indicating leadership on the part of a subject. Recipients are 
referred to Section 8?D (c) II, page 63 of Manual [of Instructions 
regarding proper administrative handling of detcom tabbing, 
specifically noting that a separate attached memorandum to the 
FD-122 and succinct summary is required. 

Following a subject's inclusion on SI, subsequent reports 
should also set forth on administrative page (FD-30$, Item 10) the 
specific activities warranting subject's retention on Sis General 
statements such as "The subject ' s activities continue to be inimical 
to the internal security of the XI. S.," "Subject continues to 
exhibit pro-Castro tendencies," etc., are not desirable or responsive 
in this regard. 

The above observations should be thoroughly discussed 
by recipient offices with all Agents handling pro-Castro inves- 
tigations and should be borne in mind in the future handling of 
pro-Cuban SI subjects.
